Eloqnont Address by Bishop Cum- 
mins, 1). 1). 



At a I'ocont meotiiiy <;f Uio Confor- 
ouce of the Methodist J^iiHcopal 
Church, at Baltimoro, U. S., Bev. 
Bisiiop Cuininins was iutrodueed, aud 
after stating that ho wus the grandson 
of a Moth.odist Clergyman, said: "I 
chiim this morning that the causo and 
the Church which 1 represent to you 
bare a remarkable affinity wilh your 
own work. It is on the sauui plan, 
based on the saiuo great principles; it 
touches the same ovorhisting rock — 
Christ, the corner-stouo. 1 have no 
doubt that uumy of you have boon sur- 
prised, as T have been, to lind out 
vrbat discoveries have been made in 
these latter days with regard to Wea- 
loy. I remember readiug a most ela- 
borate book, written some years ago, 
bearing the title, "Wesley a High 
ChurchmaL." And ho was a High 
Churchman — too high for the Chureii 
of his day [applause j; too near to tiod ; 
too much like Christ, for the Church 
of his day: too liigh in holiness, iu 
Christian zeal. Ifv v.-i'.s, in this sonso, 
a High Churchman — iii no other. I 
would to Cod that nil the High 
Churchmau of to-day were like him. 
[Applause.] Then I hoard a most ela- 
borate sermon, three years ago, iu 
Louisville, the nini of which was to 
provo that Wesley was not only a 
High Churchman but a ritualist. John 
Wesley, a ritualist! I wonder bow 
thickthe whip of the spiritual cords 
wouldbo if you were to put him among- 
st the ritualists of to-day to cleanse the 
temple of God! But, beloved, wo have 
found out a discovery, and perhaps 
you will not think well of mo to-dav if 
I tell you that I think we have discov- 
ered that Wesley was the first great 
Beformed Episcopalian [Groat laugh- 
ter and' applause [—our great proto- 
type, [llonewed laughter and ap- 
plause.] Why, sir, you admit that ho 
was An Episcopalian; and you would 
notoall him au unrcformcd Episcopa- 
lian, would you ? 1 Laughter. ) 

H'is principles are our principles; 
his polity is our polity ; his spirit is our 
spirit; andjwo ask no higher honor than 
that this uow Church should tread in 
the steps of Wesley. [Applause.] His 
principles are on- the same plane as 
ours. 

We have come out of the old Church 
because loyalty to Christ roquirod it. 
We wore compelled, in that Church, 
to obey a canon which ro<iuirod ns to 
deny the validity of the orders of every 
non-Episcopal clergyman in the laud ; 
to close our pulpits against you; to 
place a brand of disgrace upon you ; to 
say you should not sit down at our 
communion tablo; and sooner than 
deny our bruluorhootl m Christ, we 
stand, to-day, free, though our freo- 
■•:um hafi been purchased at a groat 
''cost. [Applause.] 

Then, again, another of Wesley's 
principles was the paiity of the clergy. 
The parity of bishops ami proabyters' 
is one of of our principles; that the 
Bishop is not a superior order to a 
presbyter; that the Bishop himself is 
buta presbyter; "primus inter i)arcs," 
elected to his office, not another order, 
ho is still a presbyter presiding, and 
only a prosbytor. | .Ipplauso.] 

That prinoiplo has formed the very 
basis of the Uefornicd Episcopal 
Cburoh. And then another principle. 
I have been very much surprised, of 
late, in taking up Wesley's Prayer 
Book — pardon me if I tell you] about 
Wesley's Prayer Book, fen- 1 know 
some of you don't like prayer books, 
and I will not think loss of you for 
that, (laughter) but iu taking up the 
Prayer Book of Sunday Horvice for 
Methodist.S I found, after revising our 
prayer book, and after publishing the 
revised edition, thai it bore au exact 
hkouoss to that of Wesley. 

Thou again a mightier than all the 
great principles on which this Church 
stands, ifl a protest, a heroic pi .tost, 
nn earnest, living protest, agninst the 
base restriction of .-Vptj.stolic success- 
ion, (ai)plauso] the dogma that bish- 
ops ruh! by Divine right; that bishops 
have the power to communicate the 
Holy Ghost to their sucoesaors through 
their hands, and that.withou tbat siic- 
coHsifm. prelates coiuiiiiiiiicaling the 
Kolr (IlKjril, iJici-e 1^; no Ciiiirch o! 
Cod no ministry. Wiiat has lUethod- 
ism doneV By the testimony of these 
men you are out of the saceessiori. 
you have not received the Holy (ihost 
by the laying on of prolatos' hauds, 
and yet have done all the work the 
Soiy G-host ever deoigued men to do I 



Brethren, all the work Christ over iu- 
ten led liis Church to do, you have 
done, nvery work that Christ created 
and founded the Kingdom of G^od to 
do — the ceaseless conversion of souls, 
the sauctitication of beliovers, the 
building up groat, noble, holy, fruit- 
ful Christian lives, the grand record 
of Christian Missions, girdling the 
globe — for I road in the report of 
your Bishops that one of their num- 
ber had actually girdled the globe in 
his missionary tour — tilling the world 
with missions — these are the fruits of 
the Spirit, tho marks of the Holy 
Gho.'t; and Methodism, to-day wo may 
say to those millions, throughout tho 
globe; in every land on which the sun 
shines, and every shore on which the 
ocean boats: "If I am not au apostle 
unto others, iloubtles 1 am an apostle 
unto you; for the seal of my apostlo 
ship uro ye in tho Lord." (.Vpplause). 
Brethren, you have tho succession — 
you are in the succession, thank God, 
the only true .succession — the success - 
ion of the faith of tho apostlos, tho 
tho succession of the spirit of tho apos- 
tlos, tho Bucceasion of Christian love. 
You hold to-day your succession 
straight to Christ, without the inter- 
mediation of apostles' hands. You are 
babtizod with the Holy Ghost, and 
God has given you this seal of His 
blessing upon in answer to this charge 
of those who would unchurch aud o-\- 
communicate you. 

And above all, and this is my last 
thought, tho great glory of Methodism 
to-day is, that it is the Church of the 
poor, (applause I tho Church of tho 
masses; that she has been reached a 
lower stratum of society than has 
been reached by any other Church in 
Christendom; that she has done n 
Work for the .Master iu this land that 
no other I'rotesLaut Church has been 
able to do. I have often tiiought, wtiat 
would become of the poor il tlioso who 
claim to be tho successors of the apos- 
tles, have been entrusted alone with 
their salvation. 

Why, three generations of tho poor 
of this land would have gone down to 
their grave without lieanng tao Gos- 
pel, but for tho INIethodist Church. 
Methodism has boon tho Missionary, 
tho pioneer of the G«spol, to tho poor. 
.Ind I boar my testimony to-day, that 
in one of tho groat States of tho West, 
whore I labored foi seven years,! nev- 
er could get ahead of tho Methodist 
preacher. [Laughter.] I never entered 
into the wild fastnesses of Kentucky, 
where it Avns almost unsafe for a nuiu 
to go, but I found a Methodist preach- 
er had gone before mo with his sad- 
dle-bags; [Laughter I audi never found 
myself down upon one of those boun- 
tiful villages on the Ohio and the Mis- 
sissippi, that are kept green by an au- 
aual (jvcrflow, but tho very fh-st sight 
that greeted my eyes was the small, 
humble Methodist uieotiug-hoiiiio. 

Methodism has been an evangel to 
tho poi)]-, and it may take up to-day 
tho language of lior Jjord, witliout ir- 
revereuce, and say, "The Spirit of tho 
Lord is upon me, because He hath an- 
nointed me to preach the Gospel to 
tho poor." [.ipplause. I 

Bretheru, one other word. I covet 
for you this great honor to bo contin- 
ued. I should bo sorry to stu her 
change her position in any particular. 
1 hoj;o she will hold on to her old 
tlieology, and lot no false liberalism 
even onler her pulpit. | .Vpplause. | 
Keep to the old theology, the simple 
preaching of (Jhrist, tlio atonement, 
juKtitlcation by faith, tho witness of tho 
Spirit, the simplo Gospel. Aud lot hor 
kocp to her simple polity [applausej, a 
jioUty that has stood the test of a hun- 
dred years, and is successful in every 
land on the globe. Let hor koo]) to 
hor fiiniplo worship [apj)lauso|; lot her 
remain tho Church of tho poor. l''(jr 
I toll you, men and brothron, tho 
Church of the future is to bo the 
Church that can get hold of tho poor 
of thf; masses. May that bo 
the glory and honor of Methodism. 
God speed you in your work. "Peace 
bo within thy walls, ami prosperity 
within thy palaces," O Zion of our 
God! May thy sun never go down, 
aud may tho light of God's counten- 
ananco ever bo upon theo and be a 
glory to thy head by day and by night, 
trod bless you! is the prayer of your 
little sister whom I represent to-day.

Dr. Kenealy, the geutleraau who 
has BO preftt a contempt for kings and 
jiulgcH, bus prepared his biography for 
the'iiow edition of Dobrett's "House 
of Coiumous," and cahuly lays claim 
to being seventeenth in lineal descent 
from-Edward III, King of England. 
He 13 also, he Hays, chief of the clan of 
O'Kenealy, the membora of -which — if 
tbero are any— must be very proud at 
hftTing at tlioir head a gentleman who 
well lioopa up tho spirit of the famouB 
dictum— 'Noblesse oblige.' 

At a time when the fortifications of 
ships of war is exciting so much atten- 
tion, it may interest many of your 
readers to "know that such immense 
AYorks are not altogether a novelty, 
and that some centuries ago King 
Jaiuea of Scotland (of Flodden momo- 
ry), built what was coubideredin those 
davs a very large ship of war, which 
was called the Great Michael. The 
style of its construction seems to have 
followed the same substantial plan on 
which the stone castlos were built, tho 
sides being ton feet of solid timber 
in thickncHS throughout. It woukl be 
rather difficult to penetrate such a 
masK, oven with modern artillery, and 
if lined inside and outside with a few 
inches of iron, it would bo scarcely 
possible. The sides, however, would 
be liable to be torn by explosive sbolls. 
The groat sliip in question was too 
unwieldy to bo of much use practical- 
ly. — 'London Times.' 

Father O'Koefle has made his sub- 
mission to Cardinal Oullen. It is not 
entirely unconditional as to terms, but 
in effect perfectly so. Mr. O'Koell'e 
promises to subject bimsolf to the dis 
eiplino of his Church for the future. 
Tho suspension pronounced against 
him is to be remoYcd when be reads a 
paper in Gallon Chapel which has been 
already agreed on, surrendering his 
parish', and abandoning his suits 
against the Cardinal and Bishop Mo- 
ran, of Ossory. There is a statement 
current that ho is to get in return an 
annuity. 

The death of Henrietta Maria, 
Countess of Carnarvon, was lately an- 
nounced. It occurred nt Pixtou Park. 
Her ladyship was the eUlonfc daughter 
of tho " late Lord Houry itolyueux 
Howard, next brother of Bernard Ed 
ward, twelfth Duke of Norfolk, by 
Elizabeth, daughter of Mr. Edward 
Long, Chief Justice of the Vice- Ad- 
miralty Court, Jamaica, and was born 
on the ITtli of July, ISU'l, consequent- 
ly she was within a few weeks of com- 
pleting her seventy-second yeur. She 
married, the 4:th ol August, 1830, 
Henry .Tohn George, third Earl of Cui- 
nai voii, ijv whom 'ib« leaves surviving- 
ijsuc the present Eurl, Secretary oi 
State fer the Colonies; Lady Alicie 
Juliana married to the Earl of Ports- 
mouth; Hou. Allan Percey Herbsrt, 
Hon. Aubernoii Edward, married to 
Lady Florence Amabel Cowper, sister 
of Earl Cowper, and Lady Gwendolen 
Herbert. 

In tho House of Commons, Mr. 
AVhalloy asked the Secretary of State 

for the Home Department, with refer- 
ence to his refusal to grant 
relaxation of rules relating to 
interviews with convicts in the case of 
Castro, "alias" Orton, "alias" Tich- 
borno, whether he had seen in the 
public journals a letter from the cousin 
of the convict, Mr. Anthony Biddulpli 
stating that on a recent visit he found 
him "more than ever like the youtli 
he hud known luiu in the former days, 
the Roger and the Chilian photograph,' 
and wbeth()r,on this and other grounds 
he would grant permission for an in- 
terview to tlio80,who on trial express- 
ed opinions as to bis identity formed 
upon his appeartmco at that period, 
and v/ho might now dosiro to reconsid- 
er their evidence on that point. Mr. 
Cross said it was one of the rules 
of the House that quesliona should not 
be argumentive. The hou. member 
bad nut strictly adhered to that rule, 
for it was certainly 0])en to argument 
wbothor -Mr. IjiddalpLi was a cousin of 
the convict. (Hear, hear, and a laiigli.) 
He had not seen Mr. Bidduph's letter 
in the public prints, and could not, 
therefore, on that ground, grant per- 
mission for interviews witii tho con- 
vict by other persons. He knew of no 
other grounds on which to p^irmit in- 
terviews with the convict. 

The Treasury Solicitors have now 
nearly finished their task of taking 
Btatenionts relative to the lialham 
mystory; Init tho police of Scotland 
yard are still pursuing inquiries in 
different parts of the country on mat- 
tors supposed to hare a connection 
with '.no case. It is bolieved that tho 
Treasury Solicitors -will Hubmit the 
evidence they have taken to (iounsel, 
and tho future course to bo adopted 
will depend upon the opinion thus 
elicited, as the Home Secretary will 
be advised as to the result of- the in- 
quiry and its bearings. The evidence 
elicited by the inquiry points to tho 
probability tliat lilr. Bravo ad- 
ministorod poison to himself on 
account of matrimonial infelicity. 
There is abundant testimony to prove 
that it was a very unhappy marriage, 
that in his marriage ho was a disap- 
pointed man, tiiat differences bogaii 
between liim and his wife shortly after 
thciir union, which had a tendency to 
depress his mind, whatever wore his 
outward appearances. Taking, then, 
tho whole circumstances of tho inquiry 
into considoration, it is not expected 
that any person will bo charged upon 
suspicion of causing his death. 
Mr. PlimsoU has elloited the fact
